Nashville. Tenu.. Oct 18 —In the Teu- 
nessue Methodist oouferenoe at Gallatin Sat- 
urday, when the name of H. R Mi Nnill wiu 
called, his preeiding elder, Rev. John F. 
Hughes, of the Sbelbyville distriot, read 
Some mther oaiutio correapondeace between 
himself and Mr. McNeill. Mr. McNeill wa< 
appointed to the medium circuit, ii} Lincoln 
eounty. When he went to his appeintmeiit 
be found the partonaga unfit to live in and 
the people too muifii for his fa ally to aaso- 
olata with. He aiso stated that he wa4 a 
man of more than ordinary ability and did 
not consider tbt* (>ay enough. Basidea thli 
the work wonl 1 demand his oxp6»\u* to bad 
Weather, which he could not do, Mdka re- 
fused most poaitivaly to serve 

In answer to Mr. McNeill's letter the pre- 
siding elder wrote a spicy letter, saying iu 
subeianoe. "I did not know yuu were a 
man of tranncendeat ability, nor a hot house 
plant that has to be oared for more tenderly 
than other preachers. A Methodist preacher 
should go to hts work without auch a show 
of bad spirit " This brought out a letter
